He died in poverty on Hie 
island of Guernsey in IS'il. llis 
widow, returning broken hearted to 
the United States, secured the in- 
troduclion oC a bill in congress giv- 
ing her $10,000 damages for the de- 
struction 
of the 
Blennerhassett 


home by the militia of Virginia on 
the occasion of the discovery of the 
Burr plot.

', sons. The eldest became dissipated
